improved. This is about flaws 
in the whole system not just 
in the proposed station, they 
added. 

In his closing submissions, 
Pengrowth Corporations 
lawyer, Thomas Owen, point¬ 
ed out the residents are using 
the compressor station as a 
“lightning rod” for issues 
with the oil and gas industry 
in general. 


It took a year but four local 
residents concerned over a 
Pengrowth Corporation 
compressor station finally 
had the chance to state their 
case in front of the Energy 
Resources Conservation 
Board. 

Last week, Ian Taylor, Mary 
Taylor, Marie Barkley and 
Henry Kuelker expressed 
concerns over jxissible health 
risks, the consultation 
process and effectiveness of 
the emergency respoase plan. 

“...Our major concern is 
health and safety because 
despite all the assurances and 
phrases like ‘fail-safe’ no one 
can guarantee as something 
won’t happen ... and this sour 
gas well is right on our 
doorstep,” said Ian Taylor. 

“It’s a constant tlireat to our 
peace of mind.” 

The well in East Harmattan 
isn't active but if the ERCB 
approves a 40-horsepower 
compressor, its sour gas con¬ 
tent would jump by .6 |K‘r 
cent. It would also produce 
7,(MX) cubic metres of gas 
each day. 

Residents say they were 
never told the well was 
pumping H2S - a change 
from the original contract. 
They found out about the 
switch two years ago. 

Barkley is outside the 
emergency pluming zone 
(about 1.5 km from the well) 
and lias no confidence she 
would lx 1 rescued if then* 
were a release of sour gas. 
Her husband has medical 
problems with his lungs and 
could be at risk if there was a 
leak nearby. 

“By the time we went down 
our driveway to get out of the 
area, we'd fx> <k*ad.” 

In his submission, Taylor 
also took issue with how 
landowners are consulted 
alxiut changes to well sites. 
Land agents hand out a con¬ 
sent form that’s rigged to get 
one result, he said.

Freight train crashes

Raymond Godon watched from the 
highway Wednesday afternoon as a CP 
train skid off the tracks, causing 11 
freight cars to slam together into a 
crumpled heap. 

“I saw a cloud of dust and then I 
saw the engine come right off the 
track. It straightened out but by then 
the engine behind it came off,” he 
said. 

Godon rushed towards the accident 
and saw the engineer and conductor 
wobbling out of the train. 

“1 knew the cars wouldn’t come off 
onto the road but man was it a sight,” 
Godon said. 

Emergency service workers arrived 
on the scene in Carstairs, along Hwy 
2A, shortly after to help detour traffic 
while CP Rail took over the cleanup 
and investigation. 

Eleven cars and two engines were 
damaged. 

“The case is currently under investi¬ 
gation to determine the cause of the 
accident,” said Henry Hrysak, a 


spokesperson for CP Rail. He said no 
foul play is suspected. 

Most of the rail cars were either 
empty or carrying a little cargo. There 
were no hazardous materials and the 
conductor and engineer in the train at 
the time suffered no injuries, Hrysak 
said. 

“We’re lucky it occurred (where it 
did),” said Sgt. Jeff Jacobson, who 
added the train could have blocked 
vehicles from being able to detour. 

Highway 2A south of Highway 581 
and north of 580 were shut down tem¬ 
porarily May 12 as CP Rail cleaned up 
the crash. Employees with the Town of 
Carstairs helped direct traffic away 
from the scene at the intersection of 
Highway 2A and 581. 

According to CP Rail the next step 
will be to repair the track and com¬ 
plete the investigation. The company 
isn’t sure how long that could take. 
Investigations have been known to 
stretch up to six months after an acci¬ 
dent, Hrysak said. 

The closed highway was reopened 
Friday afternoon with single lane 
traffic.

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Thousands spent to log history

The bill for surveyors logging Didsbury’s historic build¬ 
ings this month will be in the thousands. 

The survey by Heritage Collaborative Inc, is expected to 
cost $40,000, with the expense being split between the 
town and Alberta Culture and Community Spirit. It’s the 
first step for Didsbury to belong to Alberta’s elite Main 
Street club. 

“Wo have to go through this process before we can even 
qualify for Main Street ... they want to know how many 
buildings we have and what condition they’re in,” said 
CynDee Walden, the town’s project planner. 

Didsbury was part of Main Street eight years ago - a 
share-cost program with Alberta Historical Resources 
Foundation that gave property owners dollars to fix up 
storefronts. The town took part for five years and 
received nearly $400,0(H) for rehabilitation projects, while 
business owners contributed over a half a million. 

But when the project wrapped up in the year 2000, there 
was nothing in place to protect preservation efforts. New 
owners could easily unravel the work that was done. 

As a result, the government has revamped the program 
and toughened up the criteria for the club, so heritage 
areas are legally protected. Under the new initiative 
towns spend approximately $40,000 on a survey and 
inventory to put the significance of each building on 
record. When owners approach town officials with reno¬ 
vation plans, they will know what can and cannot be 
done. 

If home and business owners don’t want their proper¬ 
ties locked into a historic designation - there’s no need to 


fret. Although towns have the authority to designate 
something against owners’ wishes, it has never been 
done. 

But those who opt in with buildings 50 years or older, 
will be eligible to receive up to $50,000 twice a year for 
renovations. That’s up from years previous, when owners 
received a one-time grant of $15,000 and could only fix up 
store facades. 

Mayor Brian Wittal is looking forward to seeing the sur¬ 
vey of local buildings completed later this year. The next 
step will be a $20,000 inventory in 2011, which will gather 
more details about the buildings on the list. 

“People are proud of our history and want to see build¬ 
ings fixed up but that costs a lot of money and they can¬ 
not always afford it. Government grants will help," he 
said. 

Joining the Main Street program could also boost the 
local economy. An attractive downtown core could draw 
in tourism and business opportunities. 

Greg Poirier, former vice-president for the (’hamber of 
Commerce, agrees the program could benefit the town. 
I le saw it happen eight years ago. 

Buildings that had been painted or covered in modem 
signage were stripped back to the original storefront, cre¬ 
ating a common theme. The area also had sidewalks 
extended, t rees put in the boulevards and lights strung up 
alongside the street. 

“It brought back our charm downtown and I think that’s 
helped make this a more interesting place for people to 
visit and shop,” he said. 

“I’m not sure if I like this new format. Any business 
downtown could take part in this program before and 
now it’s just historic buildings." 


Public gives input on cutbacks

Dirge class sizes and student program cutbacks were 
among the top concerns for 100 people taking part in 
Chinook’s Edge consultation last week. 

Teachers, parents and politicians from the southern 
part of t he district met at Didsbury High School Tuesday 
evening to discuss how money should be spent next fall. 
This is the second year the school district has asked for 
community input. 

“The difference between this year and last is we didn’t 
have the fiscal difficulties we do now,” Ian Taylor, board 
chair, told the crowd. 

“1 think the idea of this w ill be that if we are going to do 
cuts to do them as far away from students as possible.” 

Annual grants handed down from the province have 
been frozen while costs for the district have soared by 3 
per cent. The change means using 1.3 million in reserves 
and cutbacks. Schools are expected to trim budgets by 1.3 
per cent for the next school year. 

District facilitators handed out pamphlets listing where 
Chinook’s Edge believes the money should go, including 
towards offering skills students need to work in the cur¬ 


rent economy and teaching students about values and 
relationships. People voted high on 21st century learning 
or preparing students for graduation. 

The district collected statistics and lists of concerns 
from the public during two meetings on May 12 and May 
18, but doesn’t plan on releasing the information until 
later this month. 

“Overall I think it went well. People seemed pleased 
that their voice was heard," said Jim Gibbons, superin¬ 
tendent of schools. 

“We are facing some tough times and are trying to be 
open and transparent about this instead of just slashing 
and burning (programs)." 

Garth Dagg, principal of Didsbury High School, said he 
liked the idea of the general public having a say in educa¬ 
tion - but he wishes more people turned out. The majori¬ 
ty of those attending were teachers, mayors and district 
chairs. 

As for his own budget cuts, he’s not yet sure how that 
will play out or whether people’s input last Tuesday will 
help his team make decisions. 

“I suspect because our enrolment is down we’ll have to 
cut more than 1.3 per cent ...and that we will probably 
lose teaching time or have larger classes as a result." 


Jobless rate still an issue

“We definitely saw more 
jobs become available but 
also saw an increase in the 
number of people search¬ 
ing for jobs so unemploy¬ 
ment rates have stayed 
pretty much the same,"

“Employment tends to lag 
when a recession ends 
because businesses are st ill

Melissa Maschke of the 
Olds Employment Centre, 
said job postings have 
surged by 10 per cent local 
ly in the trades, sales and 
business sectors. But job 
seekers are still having 
trouble finding employ¬ 
ment in oil and gas - one of 
the largest employers in 
the province. 

She has seen a 20 |H*r cent 
increase from last year in 
people searching for employ¬ 
ment and an increase in 
those applying for El.

As part of the consultation process, the 
province’s 12 health advisory councils will host a 
series of community consultations seeking input 
into the AHA. 

While many residents, including right here in 
West Central Alberta, w ill no doubt have something 
to say about the future of health care and will be 
hoping that their suggestions will be given some 
weight, whether the government will take the pub¬ 
lic input to heart remains anyone’s guess. 

“This consultation process is an opportunity for 
Albertans to have a meaningful say regarding how 
to implement the recommendations of the 
Minister’s Advisory Committee on Health,” said 
Minister of Health and Wellness Gene Zwozkesky. 

The consultations will result in a report being 
made to the government in the fall. 

The Alberta Union of Provincial Employees is 
calling on Albertans to use the consultation 
process as an opportunity to insist the Stelmach 
government adhere to the Canada Health Act. 

Specifically, the AUPE says the government 
should commit itself at the start of the consultation 
process to maintaining publicly fimded health care. 

“Albertans themselves need to make it crystal 
clear to the government that they do not want to 
see changes that will allow two-tier health care, 
and that they will hold the government to account 
for what it does after the committee it has hand¬ 
picked to study these questions in the fall,” said 
AUPE president Guy Smith. 

The opposition parties have made similar calls 
for support of publicly funded health care, regard¬ 
less of the outcome of the consultation process. 

While the controversy and debate over two-tier 
health care has cooled down over the past number 
of months, this new consultation process promises 
to put health care right back on the public agenda. 

Anti since this process involves one of the most 
important pieces of health legislation put forward 
in Alberta for many years, public input in a broad 
and general sense is certainly needed. 

Hopefully residents will take the time and make 
the effort to have their say on this important issue 
over the next five months. And also hopefully t he 
government, now halfway through its mandate, 
will take the advice being offered to heart.

Didsbury needs to be more innovative 


The Okotoks town council is pushing the province to 
provide incentives to Albertans to install renewable 
energy systems in their homes and it’s looking to other 
municipalities to back its proposal.

“We are staying positive about the mar¬ 
ket but... we also realize it’s still a little dif¬ 
ficult out there. Employers are able to pick

“Employers are now phoning references, 
screening applicants and hiring more reli¬ 
able and experienced candidates." 

Employers are also [laying lower wages 
than they did two year sago. Class three 
drivers are being offered three dollars less 
than in 2008, while sales and service sec¬

two dollars. 

High School students aren’t faring much 
better than their counterparts, in the 
hunt for summer jobs. 

Joe Whyte, a Grade 12 student at 
Didsbury High School, said he blanket¬ 
ed Didsbury with resumes and has 
found employers are, in fact, being 
choosier than ever before. 

“If you can only work part-time you 
may not get hired because the store just 
wants full-time employees ... or they 
are looking for your high school diplo¬ 
ma and stuff like that,” he said. 

“It’s been really tough. There doesn’t 
seem to be a lot out there ... I had to 


beg for the job 1 have now." 

Emily Nussbaum and Emily Laggette, 
Grade 10 students, aren’t as worried 
about finding a job. They don’t need to 
be employed, though they’d like to 
work at a summer camp or program. 

“But looking around, it does look like 
people are having a hard time. 
Employers don’t seem as willing to 
work around students’ schedules any¬ 
more." 

Overall Alberta’s economy seems to 
be slower than the rest of the country 
but Craig Wright, chief economist for 
RBC, says it should pick up steam as 
the year progresses and lead Canada in 
growth next year. 
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Wright said Alberta economic growth 
this year is forecast at 2.9 per cent, 
behind the 3.4 per cent forecast for 
Canada. But in 2011, this province 
should take the lead with 4.2 per cent 
economic growth compared with 3.6 
per cent for the country. 

“Alberta entered the economic cycle a 
little later than other provinces so it’s 
not surprising to see our recovery come 
a little later ... but I think the worst is 
over," Wright said. 

“Gas is still a little weaker than we 
thought we’d see but as we go forward 
we should see those rebound ... and 
that will help with job growth later this 
year."

Cracks in court must be fixed: participants

Over 25 people turned out to a try-tennis event last 
Sunday, proving their interest in the sport. 

Deciding what to do with that information is now in 
the organizer's court. 

For the first time, Active, Creative and Engaged 
Communities (ACE) paired up with Chris Sinmett, a 
former junior national player, to give children and 
adults a chance to try the sport.

“I don’t think they need to move these courts. The loca¬ 
tion is gorgeous, but t hey do need to do some repairs and 
probably get some more awareness that these are here. I 
don’t think people know about them,” she said. 

ACE will meet at 7 p.m. on Wednesday at 
Neighborhood Place to discuss the results of the try- 
tennis affair. They’ll either take on the courts them¬ 
selves or lobby the town to do the fixes. 

“We aren’t sure what the next step will be ... but we 
know something needs to be done," Hokanson said.

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Didsbury students take in Rachel's Challenge

The father of the first vic¬ 
tim of the Columbine 
School shooting brought a 
powerful message to stu¬ 
dents and community 
members on Thursday. 

Darrell Scott, father of 
Rachel, told about 4,000 
Chinook’s Edge School 
Division students, includ¬ 
ing those from Didsbury, 
about the positive impact 
his daughter had on the 
world, much of it coming 
after her death. 

He told students gath¬ 
ered at Olds High School 
about the ethics and code 
of life that he discovered 
after her death that Rachel 
had written and what a 
powerful influence that has 
had on his life and the lives 
of about 14 million stu¬ 
dents around the world 
that have seen the Rachel’s 
Challenge presentation 
since the Columbine shoot¬ 
ings took place. 

In diaries that were dis¬ 
covered following her 
death, Rachel had written 
about how she would 
change the world by creat-

ing a chain reaction of 
kindness. 

Tlie presentation to stu¬ 
dents interwove memories 
of Rachel with television 
news footage of t ho inci¬ 
dent. Craig, Rachel’s broth¬ 
er, wits one of the students 
trapped in the library 
where most of the shooting 
took place. While Craig 
survived, two of his friends 
were killed, along with one 
teacher, 10 other students 
and the perpetrators, 
including Rachel. A total of 
27 others were wounded. 

Scott gave the students 
five challenges: to elimi¬ 
nate prejudice from their 
thinking and to look for the 
best in others every day for 
30 days; to set goals by 
writing them down; to 
choose positive influences 
in their lives; to choose 
kind words instead of hurt¬ 
ful ones; and to start a 
chain reaction of kindness. 

Scott said Rachel wrote 
down three goals, two of 
which have been realized 
following her death, to 
start a chain reaction of 
kindness that would go 
around the world and that 
her hands would someday 
touch millions of people. 

“There’s something pow¬ 
erful about writing goals 
down,” he said, noting that 
while that can be a power¬ 
ful motivator, people 
shouldn’t necessarily share 
their goals with others, as 
those people could dis¬ 
courage the goal-setter 
from achieving them. 
Often, he said, people who 
write objectives down in a 
concrete format are people 
who end up achieving their 
goals. 

While he said monetary 
gain isn’t the best standard 
of success, a survey of

Harvard students in 1979 
showed that three per cent 
of them wrote goals down. 
A decade later, those three 
per cent of students were 
making 10 times more 
money than the other 97 
per cent of students com¬ 
bined that didn’t write their 
goals down. 

Scott also encouraged 
the students to dream. 
Craig decided, following 
the shootings, that because 
the killers were so saturat¬ 
ed with negative and vio¬ 
lent media, that he would 
one day make movies of 
positive influences, some¬ 
thing he is now doing. The 
shootings took place on 
April 20, 1999, a day the 


killers chose specifically 
because it was Adolph 
Hitler’s birthday. 

As a final challenge to the 
audience, Scott asked peo¬ 
ple to think of the seven to 
10 people that audience 
members believed are the 
most important to them. 
He said each member of 
the audience should con¬ 
nect with those people and 
tell them how much each 
of them means to them. 

Following his presenta¬ 
tion, Scott said telling the 
students about the impact 
their words can have on 
others is often overlooked, 
but yet powerful, whether 
they are positive or nega¬ 
tive. 


“That’s something, espe¬ 
cially for high school and 
middle school kids that 
they don’t think about their 
words a lot of times so to 
them that’s a very powerful 
challenge,” he said. 

Scott said his message is 
one of treating others with 
respect. 

“The overall message is . 
. . just a story of my daugh¬ 
ter, but built into that story 
are the challenges. If we 
went into a school and said 
to kids ‘don’t treat each 
other badly’ they wouldn’t 
listen to us. But when it’s 
embedded in the story, the 
story is the message, and 
it’s a message of how we 
treat each other,” he said.
